WILL DO HIS HIS WORK * 
IN ‘GOLDFISH BOWL’ 
Insists There'll Be No 
Closed Doors — Says 
Main Objective Is ‘to Get

WASHINGTON, June 21—Gen. 
Hugh 8. Johnson, new “Administra- 
:4tor of National Recovery,” held his 
first press conference yesterday af- 
ternoon. At least it-was called a 
press conference, although it looked 
more like a convention, with no 
fewer than 250 reporters’ seated in 
a long room in the gigantic De- 
partment of Commerce building, 
which has been known locally as 
“the house Hoover built:to hold the 
depression,” but which President 


Roosevelt had made the headquar- 
ters of his main attack on the de- 
pression. 


The General, a square, massive 
man with a red face, bulldog jaw 
and an impressive command of 
blunt, forceful English—which he 
emphasizes with quick and positive 
gestures—disclosed himself as one 
}of. the most colorful and dynamic 
personalities to appear on the of- 
ficial stage here for a long time. 
He-looks Mke @ born fighter, and 
the opinion was general that any- 
1one who tangles with him is in for 
an unpleasant time. 


“Got to Fumble Our Way.” 


With remarkable frankness he 
declared that “this job is going to 
be done not behind closed doors, 
but in a goldfish bow!?”; that noth- 
ing like it had ever been attempted 
“anywhere, anytime, so we have 
just got to fumble our way into it, 
starting right now.” He bluntly 
denied telling Robert L. Lund of 
St. Louis, president of the National 
\(Manufacturers’ Association, that he 
would “not countenance the union- 
ization of labor in places where it 
is not organized”; asserted that the 
request of railway managers that 
rail labor take another 12% per 
cent wage cut was in conflict with 
the administration’s recovery pro 
gram, and wound up the colorful 
30-minute session by striding out, 
remarking to this writer as he de- 
parted that “the price of beer is 
too damned high, and what are we 
going to do about it?” 

It was an impressive perform- 
ance, and if the burly General's pur- 
}pose was to convince the corre- 
spondents that he means business, 
and no foolishness, he certainly 
succeeded. ‘Throughout he sat on 
a table at the head of the room, 
occasionally lighting a cigarette as. 
he faced a deluge of questions and

Baruch, who has suddenly 
emerged from the background of 


the. administration to take an of- 
fice in the State Department and 
function as an expert on the af- 
fairs of this Government in rela- 
tion to the world economic confer- 
ence at London. 

Prof. Raymond Moley, Assistant 
Secretary of State, on the eve of 
his departure for the London con- 
ference, announced the advent of 
Baruch in a manner wholly un- 
keyed -to the importance and 
uniqueness of the event. Moley 
told the reporters casualy that 
Baruch would be “around there for 
a while.” He made the announce- 
ment, he said, so the reporters 
would understand Mr . Baruch’s 
presence in the State Department 
and wouldn't be asking questions 
about it. 

A Sort of Liaison Officer. 

It was explained that Baruch 
would have access to all the offi- 
cial messages to and from the 
American delegates at London and 
would act as a sort of liaison officer 
between the delegates and the 
President. He was installed in 
Moley’s offices. 

Thus the “mystery man” of the 
administration, as he has been 
called, becomes clothed with ex- 
traordinary prerogatives in the con- 
duct of our foreign affairs. He has 
no. official position and no title, 
and has taken no oath of office. He 
is responsible to no one except the 
President. Perhaps the nearest ap- 
proach to the relationship between 
him and the head of the Govern- 
ment.is the Wilson-Col. House asso- 
ciation of ,war days. Col. House, 
however,, was ever in the back- 
ground, a “mystery man” to the 
end; while Baruch now gets the 
limelight in .the very center of the 
stage. . 

The emergence of Baruch is new, 
but. his influence has been stamped 
on the administration from thé be- 
ginning, He was one of the early 
supporters of Mr. Roosévelt for the 
presidential nomination and after 
the election he conferred with him 
often at Hyde Park, He was a 
heavy contributor to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund. Many of the 
wiseacres picked him to be either 
Secretary of State or Secretary - 
the Treasury. 

Baruch’s Career. 

Baruch made a fortune aga. Wall 
Street operator. He first came into 
public life through appointment 
President Wilson as a member 
the advisory committee of the 
Council of National Defense. Later, 
jas the chairman of the War Indus- 
tries Board, he became one. of the | 
most powerful figures in the Wil- 
son administration — perhaps the 
most powerful next to. the Presi- 
dent himself; He played an impor-‘ 
tant part in the peace negotiations 
at Paris and later wrote a book on | 
the Versailles treaty?

The fatality occurred at Frank- 
fort-on-the-Oder, where a man was 
shot in a raid on’ the party head- 
quarters. 

Dr. Hugenberg, who recently re- 
turhed frbm London after he had 
been virtually repudiated by other 
German delegates to the World Eco- 
nomic Corfference, made no state- 
ment. Some quarters asserted to- 
day’s events would result in his 
resignation from the Cabinet, in 
which he is Minister of Economics 
and Agriculture. , 

(Before Hitler gained power in 
Germany the Nationalists were his 
ajlies. He no longer needs them 
now, as he has a majority in the 
Reichstag without them and he has 
effectively nullified the power of the 
Legislature.) 

Fighting Units Suppressed. 

The Government’s dissolution or- 
der was directed against the Na- 
tionalist fighting units (Kampfstaf-| 
fel), which are comparable to the 
Nazi storm troops. In addition the 
Bismarck Bund for youths of the} 
Nationalist party was suppressed. . 

The fighting units were reported 
dissolved in Saxony, the Free State 
of Oldenburg, Wuerttemberg, East 
Prussia and Prussia, including Ber- 
lin. 

While it was officially emphasized 
that the-action was not aimed at 
the Steel Helmets, the war veterans’ 
association, nevertheless special 
Nazi commissioners were appointed 
at Aachen and Cologne to reorgan- 
ize the Steel Helmet group.

Most 
of the country’s business was transacted 
in silver pesos; however, mortgages, bank 
loans and many other kinds of contracts 
stipulated payment in gold pesos. Prior to | 
the 1929 depression, the relation of the gold 
to the silver peso was relatively stable, 
the former commanding a premium of but 
2 or 3 per cent above the latter. Thus, it

ANOTRER HINDU SLAYING, 26TH 
IN CALIFORNIA IN 15 YEARS 


Man Held in Jail Say Says, “I’m —— 
I Did It, but It had to 
Be Done.” 

By the Associated Press. . 
SACRAMENTO, Cal, June 21.— 
Saying “I’m sorry I did it, but it 
had to be done,” ‘Lackman Singh 
is held .in the Solano County jail at 
Fairfield charged with the slaying 
Monday night of -Dharim Singn, 
one of the wealtRiest Hindus in 
California. 
‘This latest Hindu killing is the 
twenty-eighth in California in 15 


years. 
Dharim Singh, 45 years old, was 
supervisor of camps and Hindu 
employment’ for the California 
Packing Corporation. He also was 
financial seeretary of the pow®rful 
Ghadar party, said to be an Indian 
rrevolutionary organization. He was 
killed on Ryer Isianud in the Sac- 
ramento River after having been 
with Lackman Singh. 

Ditarim- Singh was married to a 
white woman and was the father 
of two children. The widow ‘told 
the authorities she and her hus 
band met Lackman as they were 
on the way to Stockton. The two 
men made an engagement to mect 
on Dharim’s return in the evening. 
Lackman met the pair at the Ryer 
Island ferry and accompanied them 
to Dharim’s home. From there the 
two men, the widow said, left for 
Camp 9 on the island. The Hindus 
at the camp said the two. men went 
into the kitchen to prepare food. 
A quarrel started and six shots were 
heard. art

Anti-Religious Stamps. . 
FTER the Holy Year stamps 
A issuea by the Vatican City, 
comes word that Russia is pre- 
paring a set of anti-religious 
stamps. 


Stamps are entering into the poli- 
tics of the Dominican Republic to 
aid the re-election of President Tru- 
jillo. The head of the government 
seems to think that if voters get 
accustomed to seeing his face on 
postage stamps they will possibly 
cast their votes for him in the com- 
ing election. The series will coh- 
sist of four denominations. The 
values are as follows: le (100,000), 
2c (75,000), 3c (150,000), Te (100,000). 
The numerals @ brackets represent 
the quantity which will be issued.

These frames will cover 
all the major @ivis of philately 
and collectors visiting the Exposi- 
tion are advised that the stamps 
wil] be in pavilion 2 of the General 
Exhibits building.

Learning to Sew 

OUR little girl, watching you, 
will want to sew as you do. 

Usually the first thing she 
wants to make is a dress for her 
favorite doll, and it is with what- 
ever she wants to make, uniess it is 
something impossibly difficult, that 

sewing lessons should begin. 

The doll dress should be cut out 
for her, a kimono sleeved pattern 
as simple as possible but of some 
bright material of her own. choos- 
ing. Give her a large needle and a 
strong thread, not too long. Try 
not to help or interfere unless she 
asks you to. 

She will be satisfied with crude 
results unless you spoil them for 
her by criticising them. 

A doll dress that is a dress only 
by virtue of two rough side seams 
and a safety pin holding it togeth- 
er at the neck is usually consid- 
ered a complete success by the 
child and it i better for her to be 
pleased with this first effort than 
to help her a good deal and insist 
upon her making something much 
better finished. 

At the end of’a sitting she should 
always have “finished” what she 
has undertaken, no matter how un- 
finished her work looks to you. 

After a time she will begin to 
criticise her own results and ask 
your help in bettering them. She 
will be willing to sit down to the 
Same piece of work a number of 
times until it is completed. 

Do not insist upon plain sewing, 
neat seams, fine hems. Let her 
learn for herself that these things 
make her work more satisfactory. 
As she develops skill and stp 
show her how to cut without 
from a paper pattern.
